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Jumbo Tank 
Cars Riding 
On The Rails

A oew fleet of jumbo rail­ 
road tank cars hit the rails 
this week as Linde Company, 
Division of Union Carbide 
Corporation, began regularly 
scheduled coast-to-coast ship­ 
ment of liquid hydrogen.

Although outwardly simi­ 
lar to the popular jumbo cars 
used for LPG and bulk chem­ 
icals, Linde's new rolling 
Utock features unique inner 
-instruction — a double-wall­ 
ed container insulated by 
vacuum - Super Insulation to 
portect its ultra-cold liquid 
hydrogen cargo which is 42.: 
degrees below zero.

Coast-to-coast shipping of 
liquid hydrogen is a part .of 
Unde's $.'11-million supply 
contract awarded by National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration last December.

The company has been op­ 
erating a 6-tons-per-day liq­ 
uid hydrogen plant at Tor- 
ranee, for more than a year, 
and is currently building a 
26-tons-per-day facility at On­ 
tario, to meet growing supply 
requirements.

Linde's transport fleet will 
keep West Coast rocket de­ 
velopment centers supplied 
with liquid hydrogen from 
the government's production 
facility at West Palm Beach, 
Florida, until the Ontario in­ 
stallation is put into oper­ 
ation in mid-'62.

Through a combination of 
highly specialized engineer­ 
ing skills—Linde's cryogenic 
engineering know-how and 
General American Transpor­ 
tation Corporation's exten­ 
sive experience in tank car 
design and construction—the 
first liquid hydrogen jumbo 
was placed in service less 
than eight months after 
planning began.

General American fabri­ 
cated the outer sheel and un- 
<|prframe at its Sharon, Penn­ 
sylvania, plant; inner tank 
construction, insulation, final 
assembly and leak testing 
wen* performed at Linde's 
Tonawanda, New York, fac­ 
tory.

Each of the six jumbo cars 
added to Linde's transport 
fleet has a capacity of 28,300 
gallons of liquid hydrogen. 
Efficiency of the Super Insul­ 
ation is such that the six and 
a half day cross-country haul 
ran be made with an evap­ 
oration loss of only about 
0.3 per cent of capacity per
